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Westward Products 
considering 
relocating to Olds

One business that was 
founded and has flourished in 
Didsbury is now considering a 
move to Olds. 

Rumours have been floating 
around about Westward Prod¬ 
ucts wishing to relocate to 
places like Red Deer and Olds 
for some time. 

Didsbury Mayor Ray Lea 
confirms that the company is 
currently looking at a piece of 
land in Olds and that the Town 
has known about the company's 
possible relocation for the last 
few months. 

Lea says that owners of 
Westward Products, A1 Harris 
and son Gary Harris, have been 
wanting to expand their busi¬ 
ness since they bought it over 
two years ago, but that where 
they are currently situated 
leaves no room for expansion. 

Lea says that the gentlemen 
have a new line of product that 
they are wishing to get on the 
market and need more room to 
work on it. 

He says that they need at 
least 10 acres to be able to work 
comfortably and that they need 
it as soon as possible. 

The Town of Didsbury has 
made Westward Products an of¬ 
fer on a piece of land in the new 
industrial park. 

CAO for the Town, Evan 
Parliament, says that the ofTer 
was submitted on June 13 and 
that they haven't had any re¬ 
sponse at all since then. 

The Town of Didsbury is of¬ 
fering the company 15 acres of 
land immediately across from 
Tanas Concrete on Highway 
582. 


"We're offering them a good 
deal here and we feel that 
they're not going to get a bet¬ 
ter deal," said Lea. 

Lea admits that the land 
isn't completely serviced as of 
yet, but says that they could 
"push it right through." 

The land that Westward 
Products is looking at in Olds 
is 14 acres of the same type of 
land, Parliament said. 

"We're offering 15 acres at a 
cheaper price," Parliament said 
of the Town's offer. 

Lea says that it would hurt 
the Town if Westward Products 
relocated their approximately 
45 employees and their busi¬ 
ness to another town. 

But, he says that the Town 
will continue to work diligently 
at finding new industry for the 
Town of Didsbury if that does 
happen. 

"We have to go on," Lea said 
of the possible move. "We must 
continue being very pro-active 
at finding new industry." 

"I feervery comfortable with 
what we've done - we’re always 
open to negotiations with any 
industry that wants to come to 
our town." 

Currently, the Town is 
awaiting a response from West¬ 
ward Products and hopes to 
hear from them soon. 

"We're waiting for word," 
said Parliament. "We still want 
to negotiate." 

When asked about this pos¬ 
sibility of relocation, co-owner 
of Westward Products A1 
Harris was unwilling to com¬ 
ment. 

"I'm not willing to talk about 
it right now," Harris said.

An 18-year-old man has 
been fined after assaulting his 
friend and damaging his prop¬ 
erty. 

Aaron Matthew Speer 
pleaded guilty to a lesser 
charge of assault causing bod¬ 
ily harm at Didsbury provin¬ 
cial court last Wednesday.

to build an interim park immediately west of the arena that 
can be utilized for the next few years. 

The permanent spot for the park won't be available for five 
years, until the lease for the old horse barns runs out, so the 
Town wants to have something in place for the kids in the 
meantime. 

Hunter says that the interim area will be paved as soon as 
possible, a fence will be put around it next spring and that the 
Town will be looking into buying more durable and safe 
equipment for our local skateboarders. 

She says that once the lease is up on the horse barns, the 
majority of the equipment can be moved onto that land after it 
has been paved. 

Hunter says that the Town is looking at forming some kind 
of committee concerning the park, to help with planning, design 
and fundraising. 

She says that if a committee is formed, more grant dollars 
may be available, as it will cost approximately $200,000 to 
complete the park. 

Hunter is requesting that all interested parties be at the 
meeting on July 10, be it the skateboarders themselves, as well 
as their parents and any other adult support.

Section 4.4 of the dog Con¬ 
trol By-Law 

The Town of Didsbury may 
post signs in areas where dogs 
are prohibited. 

If a dog is found to be in such 
an area, under any circum¬ 
stance, (at large or being 
walked), this is an offence and 
subject to a fine. 

Such prohibited areas in¬ 
clude the golf course and parks. 

The fine for this offense is 
$25.00. 

By-law 99-17(12) 

No person shall ride a bicy¬ 
cle on a sidewalk on the down¬ 
town core of Didsbury. No 
person shall park a bicycle on a 
sidewalk in the downtown core 
of Didsbury in such a manner 
as to restrict the use of the 
sidewalk. Fine $20. 

By-law 99-17 (17)(m) 

No person shall park in any 
alley except when stopped tem¬ 
porarily for the purpose of and 
while actually engaged in load¬ 
ing or unloading. The fine for 
this is $30.00. 

Parking on the wrong side of 
the street is a Highway Traffic 
Act offense. This is considered 
to be "Improperly parallel 
parked on a highway" under the 
H.T.A. section 115 (l)(a) the 
fine is $34.00. 

Making a U-turn between 
intersections is an offense un¬ 


der the Highway Traffic Act 
section 92(3). 

The fine for this offense is 
$57.00. 


This includes when a person 
makes a U-turn to angle park or 
parallel park on the opposite 
side of the street.

Walking the Walk

Perhaps you can identify with me in the following situation. 

In the past my stories have included "Making the most of our 
day'V'being encouraged by the little things that happen each 
day. 

Although I firmly believe in these truths, and I myself desire 
to follow them, I have discovered that very often a short time 
after I have written them, the testing time comes. Something 
totally unexpected and challening comes my way and I miss 
making the most of my day" and "being encouraged by the little 
things and there you have it. I fall into discouragement!! 

It seen whenever we get involved with "talking the talk", 
sooner or later we are challenged to "walk the walk". It is times 
like this that we feel our inadequacy, and our humanity. It is 
a humbling experience to once again realize how easy it is for 
us to 'fall'. 

The positive side of this is that it can be a reminder for us 
never to become critical of others who are experiencing discour¬ 
agement. 

It is also good, because we know that there is another day, 
a new day when we can again feel more refreshed and strength¬ 
ened to "walk the walk." 

When I slip, please forgive me. 
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A word of caution 

Many of you may recall an edito¬ 
rial that I wrote last month about a 
dog that I had recently adopted. 

It was meant to be a funny little 
piece about life with a puppy and I 
spoke about her chewing habits, 
the quantity of dog hair in my house 
and other silly things. 

This week I again wish to write 
about my dog, but on a much more 
serious level. 

Kia is a six-month old Golden 
Lab whom I adopted about a month 
and a half ago. I got her from an older couple in Olds, who told 
me her story before they took her in. 

She was in a home where she was constantly being abused 
by the boyfriend of her owner. She was beaten a lot and called 
names by him, and coincidentally, was going to be shot by him 
the day after I brought her home. 

Fortunately, the dog was rescued by an agency in Olds 
before he had the chance to exterminate her and thus went to 
stay with the aforementioned couple from whom I got her. 

Now, I imagine that this is only just part of the terrible 
things that have happened to this dog and I try not to think 
of the things that this poor animal has gone through in her 
short life. 

When I brought her into my home, I admit I really didn't 
know what I was getting myself into. 

The chewing that I laughed about in my prior editorial has 
progressed into the massive destruction of many of my 
belongings. This dog that is house-trained has started urinat¬ 
ing on my carpet. She whines and barks constantly and is 
basically a nervous wreck anytime that I am not totally 
focused on her. 

When I explain these things to people, most of them say "Oh, 
she's just a puppy. That's how puppies are." They tell me that 
she will grow out of this bad behaviour in time and to be 
patient. 

I tend to disagree. I just felt that there was something much 
more wrong with this dog than just puppiness. Having lived 
in a house where we constantly had dogs around I had never 
seen anything like the behaviour that my dog was displaying. 

I made numerous phone calls to veterinarians in the area, 
as well as dog trainers, breeders and anyone else who knew 
what they were doing with dogs. I took out books from the 
library about animal behaviour and the such and finally, after 
hours and hours of reading, I found an answer. 

A number of symptoms were listed in this book and Kia 
matched up on every single one. From the extreme destruction 
of anything with my scent on it, to the urinating in the house, 
to the barking and nervous behaviour, my dog could easily be 
diagnosed with Separation Anxiety. 

I went on to read that when dogs have come from an 
abusive home, like Kia did, and then are placed in a loving 
home, they can't stand to be away from their owner. They 
destroy things because they are frantic to be with their 
owner, hence the whole scent thing. They mess in the 
house, even though they are house-trained, because there 
are so upset that they can't control themselves. Basically, 
the dog is one big ball of nervous energy and will ruin 
anything in its path. 

I called a vet in the area and she confirmed that this 
anxiety was typical of abused dogs. It's a mental disease 
that can often be fixed. She told me there are medications 
that the dog can be put on to help control their nervous¬ 
ness. I decided to hold off on pumping my dog up with 
Prozac for now, but it may come to that in the future. I 
don't know. 

Right now I'm constantly working to re-train this dog, who 
is so wonderful when I'm at her side. I have five months of abuse, 
neglect and hate to work through and it is not an easy job. I am 
constantly frustrated with her when I come home to see what 
she's wrecked next, but I am an animal lover and believe that she 
deserves a chance at a good life. 

My parents say that I'm in over my head and that I should just 
surrender the dog to the SPCA. I constantly disagree with them 
because I know what will happen to her there. No one's going 
to want to adopt a dog with this mental disease, so she'll most 
likely be put down. That's what I saved her from in the 
beginning, so why would I want to surrender her to that. 

I'm writing this to let people who are thinking of adopting a 
dog know about what they could expect to find. Take the dog 
home for a few days and see how it acts before you commit 
yourself to anything. You just don't know what the animal has 
been through. 

Also, I feel constant disgust to Kia's former family for what 
she was put through. My disgust extends to anyone who's 
raised a malicious hand to any animal and believe that 
punishment should be handed down. Because of an animal 
abuser, I am now left to clean up the mess of what once 
must have been a great pet. 
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The Tobacco Youth Protection Act: Why we need it 


Dear Editor, 

Over the years Canadians 
have tended to shrug off smok¬ 
ing among young people. When 
I was growing up, smoking was 
a right of passage. 

A lot more Canadian kids 
are struggling with tobacco ad¬ 
diction these days. But adults 
tend to think that kids will 
rebel, and nothing much can be 
done about it. 

Of course kids will rebel. But 
it is almost criminal to think 
that there is nothing that Ca¬ 
nadians can do to prevent this 
epidemic - especially if we give 
the health community and kids 
themselves a chance to turn 
things around. Californians 
have good programs; 11 per¬ 
cent of young people smoke 
there. We don't have anything 
comparable here; nearly three 
times as many kids in Canada 
as they do in California. 
Hmmm. 

I will be introducing the To¬ 
bacco Youth Protection Act into 
Parliament by the end of the 
month. Here is what it is. Here 
is why we need it. 

The Objective: The To¬ 
bacco Youth Protection act is 
designed to provide a substan¬ 
tial source of funding for a na¬ 
tional foundation dedicated to 
reducing tobacco consumption 
among young Canadians. The 
foundation would exist at arm's 
length from government. It 
would report annually to Par¬ 
liament, but would NOT be 
funded by taxpayers money. 

The Problem: In Canada, 
30 percent of young people 
smoke. Each year 45,000 Cana¬ 
dians die from tobacco-related 
diseases. In the 1990s, a survey 
showed that 80 percent of Ca¬ 
nadian smokers started before 
they were 18. That situation 
has deteriorated to the point 
that 85% of Canadian smokers 
are starting before they are 16. 

What Will Work: The At¬ 
lanta Center for Disease Con¬ 
trol is probably the most re¬ 
spected authority on tobacco 
addiction in the world. The 
Center is adamant that the re¬ 
cruitment of young smokers by 
wealthy tobacco companies can- 
not be countered without 
wellfunded counter-campaigns. 
These campaigns should cost 
between $9 and $24 in Cana¬ 
dian funds per capita. 

This bill would raise 3/4 of a 
cent on each cigarette sold, for 
a total of $360 million a year, or 
$12 per capita - slightly above 
the center's prescribed mini¬ 
mum. 

What Isn't Working: The 

federal government, which in¬ 
hales $1000 in tobacco taxes 
for every $1 it spends on pre¬ 
venting tobacco addiction, is 
currently spending 66c per Ca¬ 
nadian on anti-smoking meas¬ 
ures. This is an insignificant 
amount that will not get any¬ 
where near the Center for Dis¬ 
ease Control's targets. 

•Without programs free 
from political interference, the 
kind of innovative and often 
experimental community- 


based approaches that might 
work will not be tried. Politi¬ 
cians and bureaucrats will do 
just about anything to hide 
unsuccessful initiatives be¬ 
cause they fear attacks from 
the Opposition and the Media. 
Medical personnel in Califor¬ 
nia, on the other hand, will 
hand you a list of programs 
that didn't work that is twice as 
long as the list of programs 
that did work. 'We keep learn¬ 
ing from mistakes, and now we 
don't make as many,” I was told. 
Canada needs people who are 
willing to take risks to unravel 
the complicated world of youth 
tobacco addiction and fight it 
effectively. We don't need bu¬ 
reaucrats and politicians. We 
need an independent issue. 

•Without an institution 
separate from government, 
politicians have shown them¬ 
selves to be vulnerable to pres¬ 
sures from the tobacco compa¬ 
nies, which donate generously 
to political parties. In the 
United States, every state that 
has had a comprehensive to¬ 
bacco control program under 
the control of politicians has 
seen those politicians either try 
to divert money to other causes, 
or to censor ads. Without fund¬ 
ing outside the taxation sys¬ 
tem, politicians are faced with 
neverending demands for tax 
cuts and tax usage elsewhere, 
resulting in unstable funding 
and ineffective programs. 

•Without leadership from 
Canada's health community 
and participation by young peo¬ 
ple themselves, programs 
emerging from the federal bu¬ 
reaucracy and ad agencies are 
unlikely to make an impact on 
young Canadians. National, 
regional, and local health au¬ 
thorities are working in the 
trenches to fight smoking, and 
they deserve the chance to 
spearhead the attack and mo- 
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bilize young people to help 
them. The Atlanta Center for 
Disease Control says bluntly 
that if you don't have kids in¬ 
volved in designing and deliv¬ 
ering programs they simply 
won't work 

The History: This bill's 
predecessor, Bill S-13, was ap¬ 
proved in the Senate, but was 
killed in the Commons in late 
1998 by Speaker Gilbert Par¬ 
ent. The Speaker ruled that the 
levy that S-13 would have im¬ 
posed on the sale of tobacco 
products in Canada did not 
meet his procedural require¬ 
ments. 


The Act Itself: Bill S-13 
won the support of the Cana¬ 
dian health community and 
tens of thousands of Canadians 
who wrote and met with minis¬ 
ters and MPs to support it. But 
it would only have raised one 
third of the funds needed to 
mount a genuine, sustained 
campaign against youth smok¬ 
ing. Furthermore, the wording 
of the old bill was deemed un¬ 
satisfactory by Speaker Parent. 
We have carefully reviewed the 
Speaker's ruling, and proce¬ 
dural experts have assured us 
that we have responded to every 
concern he had in drafting the 


new Tobacco Youth Protection 
Act. 

The bill would raise the nec¬ 
essary funds to counter the to¬ 
bacco companies' ad campaigns. 
I am convinced that $360 mil¬ 
lion a year, placed in the right 
hands (with a maximum of 5 
percent of funding spent on ad¬ 
ministration), will give our kids 
the same kind of chance that 
kids in an increasing number 
of U.S. states are getting. Our 
children are worth every bit as 
much as American children. 
Please support this bill.

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ATCO Gas increases summer gas cost rates 


By Nicole Smith 

ATCO Gas customers can ex¬ 
pect to see nearly $ 10 extra tacked 
onto their gas bills throughout 
the summer months. 

ATCO requested this adjust¬ 
ment for the summer months 
because of the continued high 
prices for natural gas in the North 
America market. 

The new rate, effective July 1, 
will be $5,585 gigajoule for all 
customers living south of Red 


Deer, compared to the current 
rate of $4,266 per gigqjoule. 

President of ATCO Gas, Chris 
Sheard, says that this increase is 
not unusual because of the high 
prices of gas. 

"There's no question that the 
gas market these days is any¬ 
thing but usual," he said. "This 
recent adjustment directly re¬ 
flects the trend we are seeing 
with the market prices." 

Sheard noted that ATCO 


Street repair ongoing

If you've spent any time downtown lately, you must have 
noticed all the street repairs that are going on. 

The Town of Didsbury currently has a number of projects on 
the go to improve the streets in town. 

Right now, 14th St. from 15th Ave. to 18th Ave. is being 
paved, as well as 18th Ave. west of 14th St. 

Also, many of the downtown lanes behind the Main Street 
businesses have recently been paved as part of a local improve¬ 
ment project. 

Crews have also been working at filling potholes and patch¬ 
ing roads in Didsbury. 

Wes Yeoman, Director of Operational Services and Engi¬ 
neering for the Town of Didsbury, says that Metro Engineering 
and Contracting out of Calgary is the group responsible for 
these improvements after being contracted by the Town. 

The Town received a grant from Alberta Infrastructure in 
the amount of $106,000 for road improvements in the munici¬ 
pality. 

The Town of Didsbury also budgeted the same amount for 
the repairs. 

The local improvement project costs are being covered by the 
businesses that sit upon the lane. 

Yeoman says that the repairs are something that happens 
every year in town. "We do a certain amount every year," he 
said. 

Yeoman says that priority is based on needs, the amount of 
grant dollars received and the amount of money the Town sets 
aside for road improvements. 

Yeoman says that most of the repairs will be completed in the 
next couple of weeks and that they are a bit behind schedule 
because of all the rain we’ve had lately. 

Other projects that the Town of Didsbury has on the go right 
now include a new water main into the new industrial subdi¬ 
vision to provide a loop system there. 
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makes no profit from the cost of 
gas and only collects from cus¬ 
tomers what it is charged by 
Alberta producers. 

"When our actual costs are 
lower than our forecast costs, we 
pass along those savings to our 
customers by way of a refund as 
we did earlier this year. The 
opposite is also true - when ac¬ 
tual costs for natural gas are 
higher them we've forecast, we 
must increase our rates appro¬ 
priately." 

With the adjustment, ATCO 
Gas customers can expect to pay 
$4.80 per gigajoule for their gas 
supply from April 1 to Oct. 31 
this year. 

According to Sheard, ATCO 
Gas is a natural gas distribution 
company which is regulated by 
the Alberta Energy and Utilities 
Board (AEUB) and does not ben¬ 
efit from a change in the rate its 
customers pay for natural gas. 

Before ATCO Gas made its 
application to AEUB, it consulted 
with its customer representa¬ 
tives. The customers reviewed 
the application, discussed any 
concerns they might have had 
and indicated whether or not 
they agreed with the adjustment. 

He says that ATCO Gas earns 
its revenues from the regulated 
delivery of gas to customers and 
that delivery rates, both fixed 
and variable, haven't increased 
for the past six years. 


Cost of natural gas in Alberta 

How are consumer gas prices set in Alberta? 

The price of natural gas distributed by ATCO Gas is fully 
regulated under provincial legislation. ATCO Gas must sub¬ 
mit an application to the Alberta Energy and Utilities Board 
(AEUB) to obtain approval to change its gas rates. 

How is the proposed rate determined? 

The gas rate in the application is based on three factors: 

• a forecast of how much gas will be consumed by ATCO Gas 
customers over the summer period 

• a forecast of the cost to acquire this supply

rules 

The following principles 
provide an outline of the 
ethical guidelines that 
should be followed in de¬ 
veloping school-business 
relationships. These prin¬ 
ciples originated in 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, in 
1990: 

1. Corporate involve¬ 
ment shall not require stu¬ 
dents to observe, listen to 
or read commercial adver¬ 
tising. 

2. Selling or providing 
access to a captive audi¬ 
ence in the classroom for 
commercial purposes is 
exploitation and a viola¬ 
tion of public trust. 

3. Since school property 
and time are publicly 
funded, selling or provid¬ 
ing free access to advertis¬ 
ing on school property 
outside the classroom in¬ 
volves ethical and legal 
issues that must be ad¬ 
dressed. 

4. Corporate involvement 
must support the goals 
and objectives of the 
schools. Curriculum and 
instruction are the pur¬ 
view of the educator. 

5. Programs of corpo¬ 
rate involvement must be 
structured to meet an iden¬ 
tified education need, not 
a commercial motive, and 
must be evaluated for edu¬ 
cational effectiveness by 
the school district on an 
ongoing basis.

There are lots of opportunities to be involved in things in the 
community." 

Wiebe admits it is hard to pack up and leave behind the 
friends they have made and the life they've become accustomed 
to. 

"It's difficult, there's a lot of mixed feelings,” said Wiebe. 

"It's a wonderful place to raise a family. We've enjoyed rural 
life. We have made a lot of friends and that'll be very difficult to 
leave behind.

The latter two are a Russian 
type. 

Fournier says his company is extremely busy nowadays doing a lot of landscaping, 
planting trees and pruning. 

Fournier also says he is hoping to start a tradition with this donation. 

"Planting trees is a worthwhile project," said Fournier. "It's a very good spiritual 
thing to do.

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 17 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: I have a friend who guards her kids as if they 
were in mortal danger. I feel like I should let mine spread their 
wings a little, even though they’re only 9 and 11 years of age. 
Who do you think is right? 

DR. DOBSON: Two decades ago I would have suggested 
that you give them space, because overprotection of children 
creates some characteristic problems. Today, however, I have 
to agree with your friend. The environment in which kids are 
being raised has changed dramatically in recent years. Un¬ 
speakable dangers haunt our schools and streets that were 
almost unheard-of a generation ago. Yesterday’s families 
didn’t worry much about drive-by shootings, illegal drugs, 
sexual molesters and kidnappers. When I was a kid in the early 
1950s, my folks were more concerned about a disease called 
polio than all sources of violence combined. As a 10-year-old, I 
moved freely around my hometown. If I was a half-hour late 
coming home for dinner, the Dobson household was not seized 
by panic. But now we worry about our kids playing in the front 
yard. Indeed, little Polly Klaas was abducted in 1993 from her 
bedroom where she was surrounded by friends, and then was 
brutally murdered for the perverse pleasure of her killer. When 
that horrible news broke, a collective shudder was felt by every 
loving parent in the nation. Three years later, beautiful little 
6-year-old JonBenet Ramsey was sexually assaulted and beaten 
to death in the basement of her own home on Christmas night, 
1996. Between these two tragedies, and in the years since, tens 
of thousands of other children have been murdered or ab¬ 
ducted. During my term of service on the Attorney General’s 
Board on Missing and Exploited Children, I was dismayed by 
what I saw happening to innocent boys and girls. There was a 
time when the culture interceded on behalf of kids to protect 
them from anything harmful or immoral. Movies were cen¬ 
sored, music was monitored and young couples were chaper¬ 
oned. But this generation is exposed to every kind of evil and 
violence. Some boys and girls live in a combat zone. Indeed, a 
child in the United States is 15 times more likely to be killed by 
gunfire than one growing up in Northern Ireland! More Ameri¬ 
can children are shot per year than are police officers! Parents in 
some inner-city neighborhoods make their kids sleep in bathtubs 
to protect them from stray bullets crashing through the walls. 
Some mothers keep short leashes on their little ones when 
walking through malls to protect them from potential molesters. 
Instruction is given to wide-eyed preschoolers on how to scream 
when approached by a stranger, and how to report unwelcome 
touches. Many children spend their after-school hours behind 
bolted doors and barred windows. That is the way it is in most 
Western nations today, and especially in the United States. How 
can you as a parent protect your precious children? By watching 
them every moment! Never leave them in the care of those whom 
you don’t know personally and aren’t sure you can trust. Do not 
let teen-age boys baby-sit your girls. I know that is a controver¬ 
sial recommendation, but I’ve seen too many tragic cases of abuse 
resulting from masculine adolescence and the sexual curiosity 
that is typical of that age. Walk your kids to and from school or 
the school bus. Pick them up on time. Watch for any unusual 
behavior that may signal sexual abuse or molestation from 
neighbors or child care workers. Protect them at every turn. 
Does that sound unnecessarily cautious? Just remember this: 
The average pedophile abuses 150 children in the course of a 
lifetime. Each sexual exploitation lasts for seven years, typically, 
before the truth comes to light. Boys and girls are often too 
intimidated to call for help. Don’t give a child abuser a shot at 
your kids. As for your own anxieties, I suggest that you take them 
to the Lord in prayer. He loves your girls even more than you do, 
and I believe he will help you take care of them. Hold their names 
before him every day in prayer. Commit to intercede not only for 
their physical safety, but also for their spiritual welfare. Then 
when you’ve done everything you can to be a good parent, put 
your children in God’s hands and let him help you carry the 
burden.

Helping Canadian farmers 
learn to help the environment

Long-term success in agri¬ 
culture depends as much on the 
care you put into the land as it 
does on the crops you take out 
of it. 

Farmers make their living 
from the land and their futures 
depend directly on the future 
health of the environment. With 
so much at stake, it’s not sur¬ 
prising that, as a group, they 
are extremely conscientious 
when it comes to conservation. 

Ensuring the agriculture and 
agri-food industry operates in 
harmony with nature and that 
it lives as lightly as possible on 
the soil, water and air 
has long been a priority for 
farmers, food processors and 
for the Government of Canada. 

To this end, I recently an¬ 
nounced a $ 10-million environ¬ 
mental stewardship program 
that will support the future en¬ 
vironmental efforts of farmers 
and food processors across 
Canada. 

The three-year program is 
called the Agricultural Environ¬ 
mental Stewardship Initiative 
(AESI) and it is funded through 
the Government of Canada’s 
$60-million-a-year Canadian 
Adaptation and Rural Develop¬ 
ment (CARD) fund. 

Environmental issues are one 
of the six policy priorities for 
CARD that I announced last 
March along with news that 
CARD would continue on well 
into the new millennium. 


This stewardship program is tiatives through the Prairie 
designed to address key national Farm Rehabilitation Adminis- 
environmental issues including tration (PFRA). For example, 
soil health, wildlife habitat and the PFRA Shelterbelt Centre in 
bio-diversity, greenhouse gas Indian Head, Sask., runs a Wild- 
emissions and water quality. 

Funding will be administered to 
projects in these fields by indus¬ 
try-led CARD councils in each 
of the provinces and territories. 

As I mentioned before, farm¬ 
ers have been involved with these 
types of projects for a long time, 
and the federal government has 
a long tradition of 
supporting their efforts. AESI 
will build on past CARD initia¬ 
tives, like the National Soil and 
Water Conservation Program 
(NSWCP), which were designed 
over the years to ensure farm¬ 
ers had the tools needed to be 
effective stewards of water, air, 
soil and wildlife habitat re¬ 
sources. 

The federal government, 
through various programs, has 
helped farmers with projects like 
planting shelter for wildlife in 
and around fields, developing 
nutrient management plans, 
implementing erosion control 
systems, developing water qual¬ 
ity measures and raising aware¬ 
ness of sound environmental 
practices. 

For example, the NSWCP 
supported a research project in 
Nova Scotia which examined 
using intense heat as an alter¬ 
native to chemical sprays for 
weed control in apple orchards. 

Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada has long been a strong 
supporter of environmental ini-

Tower and bag silos are 
more effective in controlling 
oxygen, but larger capacity 
bunker silos are more practi- 


oxygen, which promotes spoil¬ 
age both at the silage face and 
in the feedbunk. 

To minimize this, design 
silos to match feed demand 
rate such that at least 4 to 6 
inches of silage are removed 
from the face on a daily basis. 
This prevents any one loca¬ 
tion in the silo from being 
over-exposed for too long a 
time. 


Feed “just to appetite” so 
that little feed is left in the 
bunk from day to day. 

While some of these sugges¬ 
tions may seem obvious, says 
McAllister, there is a proven 
benefit to integrating all six 
steps. Neglecting any one com¬ 
ponent can lead to breakdown 
in the forage preservation 
process, cutting into silage 
yields and affecting quality.

Producers must submit 
a FIDP application to be considered for an additional AIDA 
payment.
